However, close contact with 
U.S.D.A. State Defense Boards should allow for considerable advance preparation, 
both on campaign plane and the conferences. Meetings of State Defense roards 
wili no doubt yield material for local press and radio announcenente.

1. Plans should be made to send, on a spot news besis, information refarding 
current developments to all stations carrying reguler farm broadcasts. 
All the State production goals will make ages nowse liany stations will be 
interested in county onal eoels. Frogress of the furm canvass and 
other parts of the program will make items. 


2, Shortly after each recional meeting, a talk by or an interview with the 
Chairman of the State USDA Defense Foard. The broadcast might summarize 
the national program, and launch the State program. 


3. Hound tedle discussion. Participating: heads of acencies dircetly conscrned 
with new program. Program ehould give various arencies an opportunity to 
show how thoir operations ars being geared into the ovor-all program. 
However, approach should be “What (State) Farmers Can Do Now for Their Coun- 


try," rather than what the agencies or bureaus can do. 


4, The need for more mili, In al] broadcasts, milk production should be 
emphasized, but there should be one carly in the game devoted alnost entirely 
to milk. One or nore representatives of milk cooperatives sould be asked 
to give this broadcast. Chairman or o ther representative of defense board 
could appear also. to indicate the progrants objective and price se ae for 
milk, allowing the cooperative representatives to discuss the ways or doing 
the 400, and facilities available. 
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This idea should be keps in the foreground in othor broadeasts, out off

just whet's coming, exactly how the farmer can cooperate. 


Production goals for the State. What changes in farming they represent. 
How the chances can be achieved. 


The battie of production and lease-lend cperations. The farmer in the fight 
for freedom. “Food will win the war and write the peaco.” This should net 
be handled as any single-agency project, but the operations of Surplus 
Marketing Administration should come in for special attention because SMA 
operations provide a pretty direct way of getting our production to our 
friends abroad. A newspaper scditor or one of the college people looked 


upon as an authority on current affairs mizht be able to handle this. 


The defense program and the farm plan Need for increase in total produc- 
tion, but emphasis on Fact tnat no ate increase in cultivated acres 

is needed. Avoidance of jiorld War I mistakes. Production foals for all 
essentiel commodities, arrived at caret o ees so farmers can produce for 
American security without risking sluts ef the.past. This could be 

handled by any cf several authorities. 


The economic situation for importent commodities. Price support offered by 


the Departinent. The new situation resultins from Steagall amendmmt referred 


to in Press Release of September &. i eect on facs that farmers are 
getting a square deal and stand to make more money fitting their operations 
to the necds outlined in defense program. A well-known economist would be a 
good choice to handle this breadeast. In eny case, the speaker or speakers 
should be widely known as persons looking after the farmers' interest. The 
point to stress mainly is that Now IS THE TIME -- the time to produce more of 
what we need more of, the time to produce less of other things, the time to 
make every productive effort count by aiming it in the richt direction.

Nutriticn in the United states. Farmer fieldwoman of AAA, nutrition authorit, 
of Extension, ‘iome supervisor of FSA, head of e women's organization aes 


perhaps others -- are possibilities for handling this subject. Stress s 
be placed on the fact that the production goals of the new procram aim at 
better nutrition in this country, as well as importent aid to those resistinc 
aggression abroad.

See your commodity loan committeeman 
and supervisor, One appeal being used is that farmer must be sure of adequate 
storage if he is to take advantege cf loans and maxe the most of his market, 
in some localities short on farm storage, forced markatings of wheat pushed 
local prices down during the harvest period earlier this year, Some observers 
point to the possibility of a similar situation for later crops, such as 
soybeans, unless sufficient farm storage is available,
